Subject: Wage Change - Journeyman Bindery Workers 


1. Purpose. This Notice promulgates a wage change for all Journeyman 
Bindery Workers in the Central Office. 


2. New Hourly Rates. Under the authority of 44 U.S.C. 305, I hereby 
direct that effective July 3, 1977, the wage rates of Journeyman Bindery 
Workers in grade 2 be increased by 37 cents per hour and that the wage 
rates of grades 3, 4, and 5 Journeyman Bindery Workers be increased 

above the new grade 2 rate according to the percentages prescribed in 
Section 3, page 21 of GPO Instruction 640.6. The new rates will be as 
follows: 


GRADE HOURLY RATE 


$6.78 
6.98 
7.19 
7.59 


3. Premium Pay. The differential for night work will be 15 percent. 
Work in excess of 8 hours per day or 40 hours per week will be 
compensated at one and one-half times the regular hourly rate. On 
holidays, in addition to gratuity pay, all hours worked will be 
compensated at one and one-half times the regular hourly rate. 


4. Adjustments. All hourly wage rates will be adjusted to the nearest 
cent, counting one-half cent and over as a whole cent. 


5. Cancellation. This Notice is canceled for record purposes on
